They 
have tbo storm m March and the gale in 
September.

The only ves- 
sel of the new navy which he command- 
ed was the despatch bo it Dolphin. The 
statement shows that his first service 
was on tbe Wabash as a midshipman in 
1858. He was on tbe Pawnee up to the 
beginning of the civil war, during wliicb 
be served successively on the Missiseip 
pi, tbe Brooklyn, the Agawan, the Col- 
orado and the Kearsarge. After the 
war he returned to the Colorado. His 
firbt command was the Narragansett in 
1870, and afterward he commanded in 
that ordei the Dolphin, the Narragan 
sett, tbe Dolphin and tho Pensacola. 
His next command was the Asiatic 
station.

Whether the Boers will be content to 
wait even that lony before ending the 
suspense with hostilities appears open 
to * great deal of doubt. 


The correspondent of the Dally Mall 


at Pletermaritzburg, Natal, telegraphs 
that the military authorities have re- 
ceived warning from Johannesburg 
that tbe Boers have purchased con- 
siderable quantities of cyanide of po- 
tassium for the purpose of poisoning 
the streams in the Transvaal likely to 
be. used by BritiHh troops. 


Other special despatches give various 


details of preparations for war on both 
Bides. Boor troops now control both 
the Beira and Newcastle railways as 
the> enter Transvaal territory. 


The British authorities are shipping 


trpops daily from India to South 
Africa. 


A special despatch from Pretoria 


says:— "The reports received here that 
Great Britain contemplates proposing 
a new convention, with disarmament. 
though discredited officially, have cre- 
ated the greatest indignation. The 
burghers say they would rather die 
than be thus reduced to the status of 
white Kaffirs. Members of the govern- 
ment declare that If this report be a 
real reflex of England's intentions, 
nothing will avert war." 


From Cape Town comes a report that 


the government of the colony contem- 
plates introducing a motion in tho 
Cape House of Assembly urging the 
Transvaal to accept the demands of 
Great Britain. 


According to a despatch from Rome, 


President Kruger has wired Kiug 
Humbert Invoking the intervention of 
Italy. 


Drought In Connecticut Valley. 


" New Haven, Sept. 21.—The drought 
in the Connecticut valley is becoming 
serious. Farmers are unable to get 
water from reservoirs. All around the 
city (here ia a lack of water aud iu 
nmny villages In the vicinity only two 
or three wells and springs are giving 
water. In some cases country people 
are travelling miles for their supply, 
aud farmers are distributing what 
they are able to obtain at a distance 
among the country people. There has 
been no rain to speak of for ten week* 
In this vicinity, aud crops which need 
rain have long since dried up. The 
potato crop Is alone a success. Apples, 
pears, peaches and all garden truck is 
lost entirely, as well as the second 
crop of hay. The cattle are suffering 
greatly, as all of the streams are very 
low, 
and in some instances are dried 


op. Unless there is a rainfall here 
shortly the condition will become seri- 
ous.

threatened, the hack men, 
stevedores 


and clgarmnkers strike within the next 
few days, there will be 4,000 more. 


The cartmen have gone out, thereby 


crippling the wholesale business estab 
lislnnents. They give as a reason for 
their action the unfair treatment they 
have been receiving at the hands of the 
police, a majority being Spaniard*. 


Many buxinefH men say that the 


strike of the cartmen is the only legi- 
timate one. It Is said the polhe shame 
fully abuse their authority over the 
cartmen, endeavoring to get them to 
talk hack, so as to ha>e u pretext to 
take them to Vivac, the Tombs of Ha- 
vana, and to accuse them uext day of 
Insulting the police, (ieneral Rafael 
Cardenas, Chief of Police, and Major 
Peifecto Lacoste deny that the police 
are guilty of oppressive conduct. 


The strike of the laundry workers, 


also is a serious affair, owing to the 
large amount of clothing that requires 
regular washing in a tropical climate. 


Considering the large number of men 


now out of employment, it is remark- 
able that there are no disorders. The 
strikers and employers apparently arc 
equally apathetic.

Ten mile* northeast of Washington, 


Ind., there IB a fertile section of land 
owned and cultivated by a peculiar sect 
of people known as the Amish. Little 
B known of them except by tbe people 
iving 
in the immediate vicinity of 


their eettloment. 
| 


The Amish came to this country at an 


early date, and bought rich farms for a 
nominal price. They have added great- 
ly to their possessions until now this 
settlement 
takes 
up thousands of 


acres. Their peculiar manners and 
customs are interesting. 
t 


According to their religious beliefs 


tht> Amish are not allowed to use but- 
tons on their clothes. Instead of but- 
tons they use hooks and eyes. Their 
clothing is homespun, and they wear 
black slouch hats. All Amiehmen let 
their hair grow long and fall over their 
shoulders. They never shave, not even 
when young men. They invariably, 
drive fine, big horses. They prefer 
death rather than to swear in court, 
'they are- an economical seel of people,' 
and are great traders. They seldom 
pay cash for anything, but always in- 
sist on trading farm products and poul- 
try for what they want. 


Their settlement is divided up into^ 


farms of an equal 
number of acres. 


They adhere 
strictly to tho code of 


laws handed down to them by their 
ancestors. One of these laws is to the 
effect that no Amishman in the settle-; 
mciit shall be entitled to more of tiie' 
world's goods than his neighbor. Con-, 
scquently the farms are about the same 
size and stocked equally. Another law, 
says if one member of the settlement 
meets with misfortune his neighbors 
miiot go down in their pockets, pay his| 
indebtedness, and. if necessary, buy] 
him a new farm and stock it. 


The Amish originally came from a 


county in one of the Eastern States.1

The luJtiMtice of IliMtory. 


The explorer may be lost not only m 


wildernesses or in ocean wastes, but 
also in the depths of archives or out-of- 
the-way corners of libiarles, where his 
unpublished records are stowed away 
forgotten, buned almost beyond liuinjn 
ken until some delving ant'quanan 
turns over the musty and yellow page 
and becomes a discoverer himself, llcrt. 
is an illustiutioii or two of this inter- 
esting fact. 
i We know that the smallest of the 
continents, Australia, is separated from 
the second largest island in (he world 
New Guinea, by Torres Strait 
The fa- 


rnoub Opt. Cook thought he had made 
a 
greac discovery in 1770 when he 


Bailed through this strait and thus 
proved that New Guinea was separaied 
from Australia, though ou the maps 
the island was shown as a part o£ the 
continent. The tact is. however, th.it 
more than 150 years earlier the foigol- 
ten Spanish pilot Torres had made this 
same discovery; and the Spaniards had 
so long concealed Jt as a state secret in 
their archives at Manila that they had 
forgotten all about it themselves. One 
day late m the last century, when Eng- 
land was at war wuh Spam and had 
seized Manila, an inquisitive man nam- 
ed Dalrymple improved the chance to 
poke around among the archives, and 
his most interesting discovery was this 
recoid of Torres' \voik. 
If the Eng- 


lish had not been masters of Manila for 
a while the truth about this important 
discovery might have been left for us 
to reveal. But the laurels were finally 
given to the man who had won them, 
and this is how it happened that, gen- 
erations after his death, the waters 
which separate the continent for the 
island came to be known as Torres 
Strait.—Harper's Round Table. 


Star Distance. 


The stars are so enormously remote 


that astronomers reckon their distance 
from us in "light years"; that is, in 
the number of years it takes their light 
to reach us, flashing through space at 
the rate of over 186,000 miles a second. 
For example: The distance of one of 
the nearest of the stars, 61 Cygni, a star 
of the fifth magnitude in the Swan 
(Cygnus), or Northern Cross, is seven 
and a quarter light years. 


The distance of this star may also 


be given as 400,000 times that of the 
sun. In neither way of reckoning do 
the figures convey much meaning. A 
much more vivid impression ot the 
vastness of the interval which s^pa- 
rates this star from us is derived from 
he fact that the star is doable—tnat a 
elescope separates it into two stars, 
and that calculation shows that these 
wo sbars, or suns, which to the naked 
eye, and even through a field glass, ap- 
pear as a single star, are really 5.000 
million miles apart. 
So far away are 


hese two stars that this interval be- 
.ween them shrivels to nothingness, as 
udged by the naked eye. And yet 61 
Cygni is one of the 
nearest of the 


stars.

Blows were 
aimed at it whenever opportunity of- 
fered. but the weird animal fairly slid 
over the rail, winding one of its arma 
around an oar. Its head or body bung 
on the rail — a brown mass the size of a 
man's head — from which gleamed two 
greenish-yellow 
eyes. The 
strange 


animal changed r/Jor like a chame- 
leon; flushes of red. brown and gray 
followed one another 
over it, while 


from its lower portion oozed a stream 
of ink which splaehed our faces as the 
tentacles flew about. It was 15 min- 
utes before they had the 
life ham- 


mered out of the frightful creature, and 
then it was a question who had won.
